Irſt, that all Fathers, Gouernours, and rulers of ſuch as be tender of age, doe teach and 


bang them vp in the knowledge of Shooting, and that euery man hauing a man child, oz men childzen in his 
houle,ſhall pꝛouide, oꝛdaine, and haue in his houſe fozeuery man child, beeing of the age of ſeuen peeres and a⸗ 
boue, till he ſhall come to the age ot ſeuenteene peeres, a Bowe and two Shafts, to induce and learne them. and bꝛing 
them vp in Shooting and ſball deliuer all the ſame Bow and Arrowes to the ſame yong men to vſe and occupy. And 
if the ſame pong men be ſeruants, that then their maſter ſbal abate the money that they ſhall pay foꝛ the ſame Bowes 
and Arrowes of their wages. And alter all ſuch yong men ſhall come to the age of ſeuenteene yeeres, cuery of them 
ſbali pꝛouide and haue a Bowe a foure Arrowes continually foz himſelke,at his pꝛoper coft and charges, oꝛ elſe ofthe 
gift oz pꝛouiſion of his friends, and vſe and occupie the ſame in Shooting, as is bekoꝛe rehearſed, And ik the maſter 
ſuffer any ot his ſeruants taking wages, being in his houchold, and vnder the age of ſeuenteen peeres, to lacke a Bow 
and two Arrowes,contrary to the fozme of this Eſtatute, by the ſpace of one moneth together, then the mater oz fa- 
ther in whom ſuch negligence ſhall bee, ſhall foz cuery ſuch default fozfeit vi.s.viit.d. And that cuery ſeruant pafling 
the age of ſeuenteene yeeres,and vnder the age of thzeeſcoze yecres,and taking wages, which can. oꝛ is able to ſboot,

Coiles, halle bowle, Tennis. Dicing, Table,. oꝛ Carding, oꝛ any other manner of Game, pꝛohibited by any Statute 
heretofoꝛe made, oꝛ any vnlawfull new game now tnuented oꝛ made, oꝛ hercafter to be inuented. found, had oz made, 
vpon paine to foꝛfeit and pay foꝛ euery day. keeping, hauing, maintaining. oꝛ ſuffering any ſuch game to be had, kept, 
executed, played, oꝛ maintained within any ſuch Houſe, Garden, Alley, oꝛ other place, contrary to the foꝛme and cfiect

ble any vnlawfull Game, | | 
] Tem, That all that play at Bowles, oz any other vnlawlull Game in the fields, to loſe foꝛ every ſuch time vi.s. 
viii.d. and to be committed to pꝛiſon, vnto ſuch time they put in Sureties no moꝛe to ble the ſame, | 
1 Tem, This Statute to bee pzoclatmed foure times euery peere, and the like to bee done in all Aſſiſes and Seſſions, 
and to continue foz euer.
